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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that "Final Status" of rejection is inappropriate, which is not 
persuasive, because the new ground rejections in the office action dated 4/3/06 
is necessitated in response to applicant amendment filed 6/22/05, which is 
respecting to new adding claims 28-37. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., "the closure cannot be removed from the container neck finish without removing 
the frangible band form the closure") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the prior art of rejections is not discloses 
or suggest a "child-resistant package" having "child-resistant" and "non child resistant" 
modes of operation, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention niust result 
in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
